ARCHEOLOGY.
T the Bditor of the Boening Tolegrapht—

You publishied recently sn item of soientifio
néws from Parie, 1t stated that M. Killlmonoil
a Bussinn archwologlst, who has recontly visited
Paris, proposes an Archmological Bociety, which
shall be international In its scope, admlitting
members from nll countries, and holding
Arohmological Congresses, ete, This Is most com-
mendable, and 1s something that the friends of
archawlogy bave long deatred.

The Archmologioal Tustitute of Great Britain
has been holding onee n year a Congress insome

one of the pringipal cities of the kingdom, but
the work is entirely looal, and little else has
been dene thau o hold plensant reunions snd
examine lochl antiquities,

An Internstional Congress 1s what is particu-
Jarly desited, and 1 trost the suggestion of M.
EKillimonofl may be fully earried out.

Archmeology has now become oue of Lhe estn-
blished soiences; s march is stendily onward,
It elajms for {18 support covernmants, societies,
and individuasls, It constitutes now one of the
most absorbing subjecte of sclentific inquiry
abrond. But how Is it with us? What are we
dolng to develop Amerienn archwology? With
the finest flield for exploration in either hemi-
sphere, what aré we doing towards opening up
to the world our bidried treasures? We have

goarcely an archeological society in the United
Btates. Our m;tla‘uulvs are as little known as
the geopraphy of the moon, These are aiscredit-
able facts,

A recent writer in the London Speofator pro-
oses the organization of & commission abroad
or the Investigntion of American antiquities,

If ourown Government will not do this work,
we hope foreign mesns and iotelligence will
gocomplish it.

We have read much, within a fow weeks, of a
remarkable scovery on the Potomac, above
Washingtos, of a Ranfe inscription, with the

rave of an leeland woman, who died in 1051 !

bis marvellous discovery has set archmsologiats
all agog, The learned Scandinavian who pro-
fesses 1o bave mude thiz dlscovery publishes a
lengiby acconnt, and promises more. Donbts,
however, have arisen 1D th2 minds of many, and
the facts are sbout to be investigated, gen-
tlemun who hss given the subject of American
antiquities more attention than any one else in
the country, and who is now engaged in im-
portant explorations West, will visit the region
of the alleged discovery, in company with a
commiltee ot sclemtiic gentlemen; and the re-
sults of his invesligations may be rogarded as
quite anthoritative.

Should this discovery prove to be genuine, it
will not be the only instance in which Runic in-
scriptions have been found in this country, The
discovery, however, is of the utmost importance,
and demands careful investigation. We are but
upon the threshold of archmological diseovery on
this continent.

Violent paroxysms
of covghing fellowed, bub as the child had
momeuts of comparative ease, the parents
postponed an  operation, which was ad-
vise at first, The paroxysms became
more severe, the face was of a pur-
ple color, and the breathing so labored
that it could be heard at a considerable distance,
Her sutiering may be imagined, She begeed for
reliet, and desired the operstion. The onse was

iven into the charge of Drs. Innes, G. B.
glnugh. and Field, An u;lmruuon afforded the
only hope of recovery. It was periormed by
Dr. Pield, nssisted by Drs. Slongh and Innes, in
the prezence of medical students and neizhbors,
Chlorolorm was given, an iucision made along
the middle Jine of the neck, and the windpipe
opened to within an inch of the breastbone,
The proper instruments were then fotroduced,
and the.pin was found imbedded in the division
of the windpipe that gocs to the right lung, It
was removed, and may be geen on mquiry, The
hittle patient, thus geatebed from death, will
goon he ontirely free from the eflects of the
operation.— Kaslon Kapress.

Hev, B. Sunderland. Morgan married under
the name of Sinelalr Morgan, omitting bis first
name, The morringe was ]puhll.nhutl in the dadly
papers, and allseemed well, The conple boarded
Inthe vicinity of the Navy Yard, on acconnt of
his being attached to the servies and the con ve-
nience of belng vear by, Miss Wroo wis con-
gratulated by all her friends—the mateh was

Judge Hoghos wis retained by Mr,
Merrill ws theattornoy for the prosecution on
the part of the first wife, and hie appeared as
such. Mr, Norrls injormed the maglsirate that
he would waive all examination of the oase,
and wus prepared to enter ball for his cllient
Lo appear al the December term of the eriming
court, and hoped the magistrate would name a
moderate sum as the requlred bail, ns the pri-
soner was withoul property, and conseguently
unable Lo give a large bond. Mr, Hughes re-
marked that he did not dispate the right to
bail, but thought the sum onght Lo be good and
sufliclent to warrnnt the attendance of the ne-
cused atthe Decemeer term of the Court,

Mr, Norrls replied that the bail should be
